deeds, strive to keep themselves before the 
}>eople, gratify their vanity, endeavor i<> 
make political capital, and seek personal 
advancement. It is delightful that the 
chief hero of the war has no obtrusive or 
intrusive weaknesses of temiteranient and 
hearing to b» excused, in consideration of 
his eminent service*. He will be more 
honored and louger honored, rroiu Use Iksot 
that beseems to be wisely satisfied with the 
all-sufficient reward which comes of Un- 
consciousness of duty thoroughly per- 
formed, and tbe complete success crownitig 
at last bis persistent efforts. His always 
easv, unaffected manner*, his reticence in 
public, and tbe straight-forward, unosten- 
tatious style in which he has said all 
he had to say, and done all he has had 
to do, will make his fame all the 
brighter and more enduring, as the magni- 
tude and worth of his services are fully 
comprehended. Time will only add to the 
brightness of his talents. The future will, 
il anything, surpass the pres. nt in its ad- 
miration of this great leader, who left his 
noble record to take cire of itself and t>il 
its own story, as well he might. What a 
gain it would l»e were some of the lesser 
lights of the "criais" to imitate his ex- 
anq.le (.1 sbeuce and modesty and selt- 
ahm-gation. Genuine patriotism and gen- 
uine heroism do not go about, bat iu baud, 
Hktag KM public to pay them for their gaN 
lantry with new honors or new offices. 

The other sensation l as been the publi- 
cation in one of our papers of lists ot tbe 
incomes on which the internal revenue tax 
is paid in Iloston and some other places. 
They have been examined with not a little 
cdriosity. and occasioned not a little com- 
ment. They abound incurious revelations 
of suspected, and in some instances of un- 
suspected, wealth; they convince now and 
then a reader that the returns iu a few 
case* at least must have been made up by 
new arithmetical processes, and endorsed 
by very hard sw««iriug. In general, how- 
ever, the reports to the "captain's ofhee'' 
were cv.tlenthi honestly made, and tbe sum 
totais sbow that, heavy as have been, and 
still are, the drafts upon the resources of 
carnal and earnings m this portion of the 
country, the} have been by no hhmiis ex- 
hausted, and that the day of impoverish- 
ment is uot yet at hand, nay, is receding 
rather than otherwise. Some branches of 
business have suffered serious cur- 
tailments of profits, others have 
known vexatious ups and downs from 
fluctuations in prices: and still others have 
enjoyed an abnormal and temporary pros- 
j>erity which will be shorn of its gains, as 
things become settled on a peace-basis. 
The average si own the financial and indus- 
trial condition of the community to be good 
and it is verv apparent that not a few 
men "still live," in the enjoyment of 
than a mere competence. 

Hut these lists' are suggestive of some- 
thing besides "material greatness;" aud 
for that reason I refer to them. In looking 
over the returns trom one Uiwu I find two 
names, annexed to which as the incomes ot 
the bearers of them for 1*04, are tbe figures 
which stand for four hundred and thirty- 
one thousand six hundred and thirty-three 
dollars. These figures are "figures of 
speech," to me : and they tell a true tale 
which your readers may like to hear, and 
produce the moral thereof. 

The new paper, called tbe Nation, recent- 
ly started in New York, disturbed our 
Yankee vanity in one of iis late issues by 
saying that America had produced no first- 
rate thing, or no great thing. This uncom- 
plimentary assertion has met with several 
indignant refutations. I add vet another, 
when I say that tbe American shovel is in- 
disputably the best shovel in the world; so 
indisputably the l*»*t, that no shovels have 
been imported since \bl\, and our sbovoU 
are exported as superior to any made 
abroad. Now, a single shovel "is not 
much," as you see it knocked about treated 
as of no account. But when you stretch 
vour imagination, if 3*011 can de it, so as to 
take in the fad that at least o.OOO.OOO of 
ahovels are demanded each year of the 
manufacturers in tbe United States Alone; 
and when you endeavor to conceive how 
much these" have to do with helping on tbe 
progress of the world, in building railroads, 
in digging canals, in mining operations, 
aud in numlierless other enterpises, you 
will begin to think that the shovel is sn 
"institution," and to tie tbe maker of tbe 
finest shovel in or out of Christendom is to 
be a benefactor of the race and to "achieve

thriving population of more than two thou- 
sand souls. The place has no material ad- 
vantages to account for its growth and pros- 
perity. The scenery is pretty and the soil 
fair; but the one does not give it special at- 
tractiveness for residences, and the latter 
would not encourage exteu>ive agricultural 
undertakings. It has been made what it is 
by the brains, the hands, and the industry 
of these men. One of them was the founder 
and patriarch of the establishment which 
produced the village, and now supports aud 
gives to it comfort, luxuiies and increasing 
wealth. He died not loug since full of 
years. The other two are his sons, the Hon. 
Oakes aud the Hon. Oliver Ames, the gen- 
tlemen whose united incomes I have quoted 
above. The first of these is the well known 
Representative in Congress; a man of 
strong, char intellect; shrewd, wise and 
prac:ic;il, and of the sternest integrity; no 
speech maker, no demagogue, no self-seek- 
ing politician, but a sound legislator aud a 
sincere patriot; above all trickery and pre- 
tensions himself, and despising all trickery 
and pretension in others. The other has 
served iu the legislature of Massachusetts, 
and is like his brother h Id iu high es- 
teem for his intelligence, probity and 
moral worth, by all who know him; 
one of the most respected and trusted 
citizens of this Commonwealth. Both gen- 
tlemen are Democrats, not in name or party 
atliuities, but in principles and in deeds; 
simple and unostentatious in their manneiu 
and habits; courteous and benevolent; be- 
lievers in free institutions;{republicans and 
philanthropists, who deem a a privilege us 
well as a duty. in making their own fortunes, 
to help their fellow men make thei r s also, 
according as they are able and w illing to 
work. Many are iu the prime of life, and 
physically, would stand comparison with 
the most stalwart specimens of manhood 
Kentucky can produce. Tbe grandfather 
of Oakes and Oliver Ames began tbe manu- 
facture of shovels on his anvil before the 
revolution; giving up the business during 
the contest lor Independence, to make im- 
plements of war.

By the invention of tools and ma- 
chinery, the substitution in a great degree of 
steam water power, the Shops, (ttie gen- 
eral name given to all tbe buildings used) 
have grown to their present magnitude; and 
turn out nearly, if not quite, :t,uut) ahovels a 
day, or about 1,000,000 a year. Hundreds 
f families are thus supported; including 
those of persons iu Maine and elsewhere 
who furnish the handles.

■Stalls and statistics ot the operations at 
North East on. But I have already done 
enough to show how millionttirs have been 
made, won respect Hiid obtained deserve,! 
honors; bow a village has been created nd 
crowded and crowned with prosperitv; 

ere labor is honored; free labor believed 
in. and the precepts "live aud let live," gen- 
erously and equitably act-d upon. The 
operatives in the "Shops," emigrants aud 
Americans— are independent citizens, do 
their own reading, their own voting also; 
and are paid by the piece, so that their 
earnings depend directly upon their skill 
aud diligence. The village has its churches 
and its tree schools, its lyceum lectures, its 
band, and various societies, masonic and 
cithers. The ideas prevail that education

Lilly Cooper, a good looking Miss of eigh- 
teen, dressed iu boy's clothes, got on board 
a sleeping car at St. Louis in a berth above 
a rich old gentleman, whom she plundered 
of a watch and wallet, was arrested in Chi 
cago and her sex discovered, and is now in 
a prison cell musing upon the difference of 
jm low-covered romance aud hard reality.

1 1 KADO.C ARTF.KS DKPARTMENT OF Kl.N- 

IDOKT, l.orisviLLK, Kv.. iwXj M, MM. 
(ie-neral Order No. U. — The near approach 
of an important election to la? held in all MM 
counties of the State and Military Depart- 
ment of Kentucky, renders it proper, in the 
judgment of the* General commanding, to 
require all officers commanding troops to 
give to the officers of the State, charged by 
law with the duty of conducting elections 
and to the legal voters of the State, the most 
complete protection. 

Mariial law prevails in the Department of 
Kentucky, and certain classes of persons sire 
especially under military surveillianca and 
control. Those are: 

1st. All rebel soldiers, whether paroled or 
not, and without regard to tht» fact that they 
have or have not taken any of theoatbs pre- 
scribed by law, or executive or millUry or- 
ders, or have registered under orders from 
the Headquarters of the Department of Ken- 
tucky. 

lid. All guerrillas and others who, with- 
out belonging to regular rebel military or- 
ganizations, have taken up arms against the 
(ioveruineul, or have in any way operated 
against the Government or people of Ken- 
tucky, or any other State or Territory. 

3d. All persons who by actor word, di- 
rectly or indirectly, gave aid, comfort or en- 
couragement to persons in relielliou. This 
applies to all persona who have voluntarily 
acted as scouts or spies for rebel or guerril- 
la forces, who have voluntarily furnished 
any rebel force or person with information, 
food, clothing, horses, arms or money, or 
have harbored, concealed, or otherwise aid- 
ed or encouraged them. 

4th. All deserters from the military or 
naval service of the United States, who did 
not return to said service or report them- 
selves to some Provost Marshal within the 
sixty days limited in the Proclamation of 
the President of the United States, dated 
the 11th day of March, 18Go ; and all per- 
sons who deserted from the military or 
naval service of the United States after the 
?A day of March, UMf, and all persons duly 
enrolled who departed the jurisdiction St 
the cistrict in which they were enrolled, or 
went beyond the limits of the United Statts 
lo avoid any draft. 

All iieraons who were, or have been, di- 
rectly or indirectly engaged in the civil ser- 
vice of the late so-called Confederate gov- 
ernment, or .of the so-called Provisional 
Government of Kentucky, or who have ia 
any way voluntarily submitted to either ct 
said pretended governments — all agents o!, 
or contractors with or for either of said pre- 
tended governments— all such persons are 
dixiiiuliiied from voting by the laws of the 
stale of Kentucky, and the act of Congress 

Of March M, lNio. 

All persous of the classes aforesaid are 
required to abstain from all intcriercnc- 
With elections, and will, if they shall in any 
manner interfere therein, by voting, or ai- 
1— iptlng to Totr. or persuading any other 
pan >n to vot*3, or by appearing at the polls, 
oc al once arrested aud neld for military 
trial. 

Aid will be given to the civil authorities 
to enforce the laws and to preserve the 
peace. Auy jierson who shall counsel, ad- 
vise orencourage, auy judge or any elec- 
tion, or any other persou lo disregard ami 
disohev the law, as declared in the procla- 
mation oi the Gov error of the State, will be 
at once arrested. 

The peace of the country can be secured 
only by ob-. dieitce to the laws.

Freedmeu*' Bureau--- A Circular. 

Nnw York, August 3.— The Tribune's 
special says that a circular has beeu issued 
by Gen. Pisk, Assistant Commissioner of 
the Freedmens' Bureau for Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and Northern Alabama, containing 
the following information for the benefit oi 
freedmen and former masters, relative to 
the policy of the Government; its treatment 
of employers and employees. The circul ir 
states that the work of the Bureau will be 
the protection of productive industry. 

The settlement of late slaves in homes of 
their own, with a guarantee of their abso- 
lute freedom; the dissemination of virtuous 
intelligence, and to aid in establishing pence 
and procuring property. Every effort will 
be made to render freedmen self-supporb- 
iug, and the cultivation of lands for au in- 
terest in the crop will be encouraged. 

All difficulties arising between freedmen 
and their employers, or among themselves, 
iu places where the testimony of negroes 
is not admitted, will be adjudicated by offi- 
cers of the Bureau. Freedmen camps and 
refugee homes will be discontinued as rap- 
idly as practicable, and every effort made 
to make them self-sustaining for all. The 
aged and inlirm will bo given to religious 
institutions, and the interests of both white 
and black will be promoted iu every way 
practicable. 

From Mississippi— Special Tax on Cotton, 
to Defray Fxiienses of the state Con- 
vention. 

Nkw York, August 3.— The He-raid's 
New Orleans correspondent says : Provis- 
ional Governor Sharkey, of Mississippi, 
has lately assessed for the purpose of de- 
fraying the expenses incident to the calling 
of the Convention shortly to assemble in 
that State, a special tax of one dollar on 
each bale of cotton. Holders who refuse to 
pay the assessment, the Governor has is- 
sued an order requiring the county sheriff 
to seize all cotton the holder of which re- 
fuse payment and sell a sufficient portion 
of it to pay the tax and an additional one 
dollar per bale.

put under a full head of steam towards her, 
firing minute guns and displaying signal 
flitgs, saying "1 am on lire." 

The vessel changed her course and made 
for Glasgow. In the meantime the Captain 
ordered boats to be lowered, so as to pre- 
vent confusion when the time came to oc- 
cupy them. Capt. Manning then ordered 
ladders lowered, and commenced trausfer- 
ing passengers to boats. 

The ladies and children were all first 
transferred, and then in regular or.Jer the 
males were transferred to a friendly barque, 
which proved to be the Rosamond, Captam 
F. S. Wallis, of and for New York. 

He received the pHS*engers and crew with 
the utmost kindness and bid them welcome 
to all he had on board; his officers and crew 
were also very kind. 

After all the passengers were transferred 
the removal of the baggage took pirn*, and 
then the Glasgow's officers and men lett the 

Sl rapt er Manning remaining by her till 10 
P. M. when the ship's hall was wrapped in 
flames. 

The steamer Krin came in sight on the 
morning of the 22d, just at daybreak, and 
it was deemed prudent to transfer the Glas- 
gow passeugere to her which was done. 
The Captain oMhe Krin received them in a

Quarantine. Aug. 1, 7.20 A. 1L— On July 
:>lat latitude 40.45 north, longitude Oi.SJ 
west, southwest, the Glasgow was burned. 
The passengers and crew were all saved 
bv the bark Rosanand, and are now on 
board the steamer Erin. The Glasgow sail- 
ed from New York for Liverpool July 29. 

New York, Aug. a.-The Herald's New 
Orleans correspondent, says the the regula- 
tion of freedmens' affairs, and the adjust- 
ment of the difficulty between the planters 
and colored people, of course still engrosses 
a large part of the attention on the part of 
Government officials and the public gener- 
ally of Ivouisiana. The assistant superin- 
tendent of freed uien at Khreveport, gives a 
very favorable $tatement: representing that 
the majority of negroes in that section of 
the State are now working under contracts 
with their former masters. Some of the plan- 
ters in the vicinity of Port Hudson, have 
petitioned to Gen. Canbj- for the removal of 
the garrison at that place, on the plea that 
the negroes are neglecting their work and 
flocking hither. The General has referred 
the matter to the Freedmens' Bureau. It is 
not likely the garrison will be removed. 
The General recently issued an order termi- 
nating the collecting of taxes for municipal 
purposes. T he military assessments now 
provided for by the State, have been con- 
sidered ample. 

< »n the 20th of July all but two of the ves- 
sels of the late blockade squadron remain- 
ing off Galveston were ordered North, and 
in a few days after one of these, the steam 
sloop Oneida., also took her departure, leav- 
ing only the gunboat Port Royal to guard 
the port. 

Nkw Orleans, August 1.— The steamer 
Lit tie, with one thousand bales of cotton, 
was burned on the river. No lives were 
lost. 

The steamer Joseph Pearce exploded 
twenty miles below Yicksburg, and subse- 
quently caught fire and burned to the 
water's edge, killing six and wounding 
twenty-eight. The scalding steam passed 
through every part of the boat, rendering 
egress for a few minutes almost Impossible, 
while the air was tilled with pieces of the 
Hying and falling timbers of the boat, 



The origin of the fire is variously report- 
ed; one having it that a bale of cotton took 
fire from a lighted match thrown upon it by 
a steerage passenger alter having lighted his 
pipe. 

On reaching the deck of the Krin 
some of the passengers of the ill fated 
Win. Nelson were met with, who were ex 
eeedingly anxious to render assistance to 
the unfortunate. 

At a meeting of the Glasgow passengers, 
resolutions of thanks to Almighty God, to 
t'apt. Manning and his officers, and to 
< 'apt. Wallis and his officers, were adopted.

recent visit to London, but failed entirely 
in his efforts to induce the latter to alter the 
Mexican policy of the Knglish Government. 
Lord Palmerston is represented as telling 
Melvin that Kngland would coutinue to 
stand aloof from Mexican entanglements, 
and that he should do nothing which might 
be regarded as unfriendlj* by the Govern- 
ment of the United States. 

The Tribune's Matamoras i-orrespondent 
of July 14, says he has learned from a good 
source that some 70 bands of Confederates 
have lately crossed the Rio Grande with 
the view of entering the Mexican service, 
and that Gen. Shelby is charged with their 
organization.

Everything went well until about M 
o'clock on the morning of the 31st, when 
the cry was sounded of man overboard. 
Boats were lowered and efforts made to 
save him, but unavailable. He had come 
on board in a state of delerium tremens, 
and had been put in a straight jacket by the 
surgeon. 

Thus confined he rolled himself over- 
board. The excitement caused by this 
event had scarcely subsided when, about 
one o'clock, P. M., the alarm of fire was

The River was falling rather slowly 
yesterday with 5 feet 8 inch' s water in the 
canal in the evening, by the mark.

The weather was un- 
comfortably warm and close yesterday, the 
thermometer ranging as high as 90 in the 
shade at noon, followed by a little rain in 
the eveninu.

The river at Cincinnati at noon yesterday 
had fallen 3 inches in the previous 24 
hours. 

The last accounts from Pittsburg report- 
ed the river falling slowly with t> feet water 
in the channel.

The 
Illinois and Missouri are falling, and the 
I pper Mississippi is about stationary. 
There is twenty feet of water to Cairo, 
twelve feet to Keokuk, four feet through to 
St. Paul, ten feet iu 
feet in the Missouri to N 
four feet to Omaha.
